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A PROCLAMATION 


Prohibiting the keeping of Barnwell Fair 18 Cambridge. 
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PF the Four and twentieth of June, called Midiummer-day, at the ſaid 
Loon of Barnwell, unto which there is great reſoꝛt out of many parts of 

this Kingdom, the holding vohereof at this time, may be occaſion of dan⸗ 
ger and Jinfection to the Town and Univerſity of Cambridge, and other places, which by 
Gods mercy are now clear and free; hath with the Advice of His Pꝛiby Council, thought good 
by this His Royal P2oclamation, not only to admoniſh and require all His loving Subjects 
to foꝛbear to reſo2t foꝛ this time to the ſaid Fair, but alſo to enjoyn the Lo2d thereof, and others 
Interelled therein, to foꝛbear holding the ſaid Fair foꝛ this pꝛeſent year, upon pain of puniſh- 
ment, as foꝛ a Contempt ſo much concerning the ſafety of the people, they ſhall be adjudged to 
deſerve; which they mult expect to be inflicted with all Severity. And his Majeſty doth 
hereby Declare, That the Lo2d of the ſaid Fair, oz any others Pnteretfed in the Pꝛolits there⸗ 
of, (hall not by this tempozary Reſtraint receive any pꝛejudice in the right of his Fair, o2 Li⸗ 
berties thereunto belonging; Anp thing herein befoze contained to the contrary notwith⸗ 
ſtanding.
